To the inhabitants of the Town of South Hampton in the County of Rockingham 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday the 
13'" of March 2007, between the hours of 11:00 in the forenoon and 8:00 in the 
evening, to act upon Articles 1 thru 3. 


You are also hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on 
Saturday, the 17" of March 2007 at 1:00 in the afternoon to act upon Article 3 
and all subsequent articles. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt amendments to the Zoning Ordinance 


Article XXI. Accessory Family Apartment Ordinance. 


To Amend Article XXI Section D, Subparagraph 2 to read as follows: 
Every two (2) years, after approval and when the dwelling is sold, the owner of the dwelling 
and all adult occupants of the accessory aparments shall file an affidavit with the Building 
Inspector certifying that the owner lives on the premises and the occupancy of the accessory 
apartment complies with Section B, subparagraph 1 of this Ordinance. 


Article XXil. Outdoor lighting (Luminaires) 

To Add Article XXIl: 
A. Purpose: 
This ordinance is intended to preserve and enhance the nighttime rural character and dark sky 
of South Hampton, the property rights and privacy of abutters, and the health, safety and 
welfare of the residents by reducing or eliminating such problems as glare, over lighting, light 
trespass, sky glow, and inefficiency caused by inappropriately designed, installed, or operated 
outdoor lighting. 
Natural dark sky, open spaces, woods, water bodies, and generally low ambient lighting levels 
near dwellings are the nighttime aspect of rural character. This valued and unique rural 
character will only be maintained in the long term by establishing limits for the area that 
certain kinds of outdoor-lighting fixtures can illuminate and by controlling the total allowable 
illumination in the Town of South Hampton. 
Outdoor accent, sign and area lighting shall be minimized to accomplish the above goals; 
illumination should be related to task lighting. 


B. General Provisions: 
1. Light Projection and Output: luminaires shall be fully shielded to control light projection. 
Outdoor lighting in excess of the minimum required to illuminate any outdoor area for the 
purpose or task intended, as well as light trespass, shall be prohibited. 


2. Location and Height: luminaires shall be mounted so that direct light emits at a height 
equal to or less than the value ((D/3) +3), where D is the distance in feet to the nearest 
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property boundary. The maximum height of the luminaire may not exceed 20 feet. 


3. Parking areas and walkways may be illuminated only by fully shielded luminaires; direct 
light from such luminaires shall not extend substantially (50 ft) beyond parking and 
walkway areas. 


C. Exceptions: 
1. Temporary lighting installed or used for emergency purposes. 
2. Lighting required by State or Federal laws or regulations. 


3. Decorative holiday lighting, provided that no individual luminaire emits more than 900 
lumens, and that the amount of lighting at any one time does not create a nuisance. 


4. Existing permitted luminaires not conforming to this article that do not cause direct light 
from the luminaire to be projected toward residential buildings on adjacent or nearby 
properties, or to create glare perceptible to persons operating motor vehicles on public 
ways; existing luminaire shall be redirected or its light projection and output controlled as 
necessary to eliminate such problem conditions. Any luminaire that replaces a non- 
conforming, pre-existing luminaire, or any luminaire that is moved, shall meet the 
standards of this Ordinance. 


N 


. Residential low intensity lighting 


a. Any luminaire may be operated for residential use only, without restriction to light 
projection or mounting height location under the maximum height, if its lamp or lamps 
lumens total: 


(1) 1800 initial lumens or less if not a flood or spot luminaire or 
(2) 900 initial lumens or less if a flood or spot luminaire. 


However, any spot or flood luminaire excepted under this section shall not be aimed, 
directed, or focused to cause direct light from the luminaire to be projected toward 
residential buildings on adjacent or nearby properties, or to create glare perceptible to 
persons operating motor vehicles on public ways; luminaires shall be directed or the light 
projection controlled as necessary to prevent such conditions. 


b. Luminaires under this section shall be: 


(1) if building mounted at least 4 feet from any other luminaire 

(2) if non-building mounted and (a) 900-1800 lumens at least 15 feet from any other 
luminaire (b) under 900 but greater than 450 lumens at least 6 feet from any other 
luminaire (c) 450 lumens and under at least 3 feet from any other luminaire. 


6. Nonconforming temporary outdoor lighting with temporary permit 


Nonconforming temporary outdoor lighting may be approved for a temporary permit by the 
Building Inspector after considering: (1) the public and/or private benefits that will result 
from the temporary lighting; (2) any annoyance, safety, or other problems that may result 
from the use of the temporary lighting; and (3) the purpose of this ordinance. The applicant 
shall submit a detailed description of the proposed temporary nonconforming lighting to the 
Building Inspector. The Building Inspector shall render decision on the temporary lighting 
request within one week of the date of the request. If approved, the temporary permit shall 
be for the shortest period required for the temporary purpose and shall be valid for not more 
than 15 days from the date of issuance. The temporary permit may restrict the design, 
installation, or time and nature of operation and may be renewed once at the discretion of 
the Building Inspector upon a consideration of all the circumstances, with attention given to 
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any complaints regarding the permitted nonconforming temporary lighting. The temporary 
permit and any subsequent renewal may not be granted for more than 30 days total with at 
least 180 days passing before being permitted again. A failure by the Building Inspector to 
act on a request within the time allowed shall constitute a denial of the request. 


D. Applicability: 


This ordinance is in addition to and does not replace the outdoor illumination aspects of 
Article XX Signs of the South Hampton Zoning Ordinance. If more than one article of the 
ordinance governs the same situation, the one imposing the higher standard shall prevail. 


E. Definitions: 


Accent lighting: directional lighting to emphasize a particular object or to draw attention to a 
part of the field of view. 


Ambient lighting: lighting throughout an area that produces general illumination. 


Building mounted: mounted on a building side, eve, or underside of an overhang and not at 
or above the roofline. 


Cut-off angle (of a luminaire): the angle formed by a line drawn from the direction of the 
direct light rays at the light source with respect to the horizontal, beyond which no direct light 
is emitted. 


Direct light: light emitted directly from the lamp, off of the reflector or reflector diffuser, or 
through the refractor or diffuser lens, of a luminaire. 


Fixture: the assembly that houses the lamp or lamps and can include all or some of the 
following parts: a housing, a mounting bracket or pole socket, a lamp holder, a ballast, a 
reflector or mirror, and/or a refractor or lens. 


Flood or spot (luminaire): any light fixture or lamp that incorporates a reflector or a refractor 
to concentrate the light output into a directed beam in a particular direction. 


Fully shielded: a full-cutoff luminaire constructed or shielded in such a manner that all direct 
light emitted by the luminaire is projected below an angle of 10 degrees (or greater) below the 
horizontal plane (through the luminaire’s lowest light emitting part) as determined by 
photometric (visible light) test or certified by the manufacturer. Such luminaire would have a 
"cut-off angle" of 10 degrees or greater. 


Glare: light emitting from a luminaire with intensity great enough to reduce a viewer’s ability 
to see or cause discomfort, and in extreme cases causing momentary blindness. 


Height of luminaire: the height of a luminaire shall be the vertical distance from the ground 
directly below the centerline of the luminaire to the lowest direct-light-emitting part of the 
luminaire. 


[luminance: the amount of light falling on a surface, expressed in footcandles or lux. 


Illumination: the act of illuminating or state of being illuminated. This term has been used for 
density of luminous flux on a surface (illuminance). 


Indirect light: direct light that has been reflected or has scattered off of other surfaces. 
Lamp: the component of a luminaire that produces the actual light. 
Light: radiant energy that is capable of exciting the retina and producing a visual sensation. 


Light trespass: the shining of direct light produced by a luminaire beyond the boundaries of 
the property on which it is located. 


Lumen: a unit of luminous flux (luminous power) which is a measure of light energy 
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generated by a light source. One foot-candle is one lumen per square foot. For the purposes of 
this Ordinance, the lumen-output values shall be the INITIAL lumen output ratings of a lamp. 


Luminaire: this is a complete lighting system, and includes a lamp or lamps and a fixture. 


Non-building mounted: not mounted on a building or mounted on a building at or above the 
roofline or mounted so that the actual luminaire is physically more than 2 feet from the 
building. 


Outdoor lighting: the night-time illumination of an outside area or object by any man-made 
device located outdoors that produces light by any means. 


Overlighting: high levels of ambient light from one property compared to other properties 
nearby that result in an illumination imbalance that may make it more difficult for the eye to 
adapt to light levels and see clearly. 


Sky glow: direct light from a luminaire that is emitted above the horizontal plane (usually 
passing through the lowest part of the luminaire) or high levels of indirect light emitted above 
the luminaire's horizontal plane. 


Task lighting: lighting directed to a specific surface or area that provides illumination for 
specific visual tasks. 


Temporary outdoor lighting: the specific illumination of an outside area or object by any man- 
made device located outdoors that produces light by any means for a period of 30 days or less, 
with at least 180 days passing before being permitted again.

agreement the sum of $4,544 (four thousand five hundred forty four dollars) for a 
smart defibrillator for the fire department. Total cost over 4 years including interest 
would be $18,176. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (2/3 ballot vote required)

The operating budget is a increase of approximately 6% from last year. The total budget, 
including warrant articles, is an increase of 8% over last year. Some of this increase will be offset 
by adoption of Article 12 which would reduce the total increase to less then 2%. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,000 (two thousand 
dollars) for the purpose of licensing, testing, and control of mosquitoes. The 
Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required) 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a two (2) year 
lease agreement for a new Ford Explorer Police Cruiser and appropriate the sum 
of $14,881 (fourteen thousand eight hundred eighty one dollars) for the first year’s 
payment.

.To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Cemetery Trustees to develop a 
proposed expansion of the Central Cemetery This 60 ft X100 ft area abuts the 
NE corner of the existing cemetery (the same area where the portable classroom 
was formerly located). At the current rate of interments this expansion would 
meet the needs of the cemetery for the next 50 to 100 years. The Selectmen and 
Budget Committee recommend this article. (Majority vote required) 


12.To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Cemetery Land Acquisition and 
Development Capital Reserve Fund created in 1993. Said funds, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town’s 
general fund. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 
(Majority vote required) 
As of 12/31/2006 there was $75,766 in this fund. If the previous article is approved there will be 


no need for this land acquisition fund and the Cemetery Trustees have no current or future plans 
to use this money for its intended use. 


13.To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Cemetery Maintenance and 
Development and to raise and appropriate the sum of $36,250 (thirty six thousand 
two hundred fifty dollars) to be placed in this fund and to appoint the Selectmen 
as agents to expend. The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required) 
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If the previous article is passed this appropriation will be an offset and will also leave $39,516 in 
the general fund to help offset taxes.

Shall we modify the elderly exemptions from property tax in the town of South 
Hampton, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: for a 
person 65 years of age up to 75 years $150,000 (one hundred fifty thousand 
dollars); for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years $180,000 (one hundred 
eighty thousand dollars); for a person 80 years of age or older and $230,000 (two 
hundred thirty thousand dollars).

In addition, the tax 
payer must have a net income of not more than $50,000 (fifty thousand dollars) 
or, if married, a combined net income of less than $60,000 (sixty thousand 
dollars); and own net assets not in excess of $150,000 (one hundred fifty 
thousand dollars), excluding the value of the persons residence. The Selectmen 
and Budget Committee recommend this article. (Majority vote required) 


New Hampshire Climate Change Resolution. To see if the Town will go on record 
in support of effective actions by the President and the Congress to address the 
issue of climate change which is increasingly harmful to the environment and the 
economy of New Hampshire and to the future will being of the people of South 
Hampton. The actions include: (Majority vote required) 

e Establishment of national program requiring reductions of U.S. greenhouse 
gas emissions while protecting the U.S. economy. 

e Creation of a major national research initiative to foster rapid development of 
sustainable energy technologies thereby stimulation of new jobs and 
investment. 

In addition, the Town of South Hampton encourages New Hampshire citizens to 

work for emission reductions within their communities, and we ask our Selectmen 

to consider the appointment of a voluntary energy committee to recommend local 
steps to save energy and reduce emissions. (By petition of 11 registered votes 
and recommendation of the South Hampton Conservation Commission.) 


The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New Hampshire 
Congressional Delegation, to the President of the United States, and to declared 
candidates for those office.

The following Saturday afternoon Moderator Walter Shivik called the meeting to order 
at 1:02 P. M. After the Pledge of Allegiance he explained the procedure for 
conducting the meeting and introduced the members of the Budget Committee, the 
Board of Selectmen and the Town Clerk. At that time Gregory Williams made a 
motion to allow non-residents to speak at the meeting, seconded by James Van 
Bokkelen. The motion passed. The Moderator read the Warrant and announced the 
results of Tuesday's election 


2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $481,469 (four 
hundred eighty one thousand four hundred sixty nine dollars) for the general 
operation of the Town. (Budget Committee recommendation is $) 


The following table shows the relationship between the operating budget, other warrant articles, 
and the total appropriations compared to last year: 


2006 2005 
Operating Budget 481,469 485,444 
Warrant Articles 139,460 47,150 
Total Appropriations 620,929 532,594 


The operating budget is a decrease of approximately 1% from last year. The total budget, 
including warrant articles, is an increase of 16.6% over last year however all of this increase will 
be offset if warrant articles 10,11,12 are approved. Also if a vote to pass over warrant article 13 is 
approved. 


Robert Mannino motioned to accept the article as read, seconded by James Van 
Bokkelen. Mr. Mannino read the line items with no questions until line 4210 which 
concerns public safety and the police budget. Mr. Williams spoke in favor of the 
police budget with two full-time police officers. 

At that time Peter Oldak made a motion to amend the police budget figure from 
$157,000 to $131,499 which was the figure recommended by the Budget Committee. 
The motion to amend was seconded by Pam Noon. Much discussion followed with 
many recommendations for and against. Dennis Blair presented a chart with a 
detailed version on how the Budget Committee came to their figure, which included 
removing the second full-time officer. Richard Caravati also spoke about police 
coverage. Peter Oldak motioned to move the question, seconded by David Riecks 
and at that time Gregory Williams motioned to amend the amendment by modifying 
the original line item (4210) to read the amount of $168,925 which was the original 
amount of the budget requested by the Police Department. The motion was 
seconded by Robert Mannino. 

Pamela Noon requested a secret ballot signed by five voters. The results of the 
secret ballot ($168,925) were Yes-97 and No-58. The amendment to the amendment 
passed. Lee Knapp made a motion to restrict reconsideration seconded by Gregory 
Williams. The motion to restrict passed. 


Line item 4215 concerning ambulance coverage: George Werner made a motion to 
amend this line item from $8,000, (recommended by the Budget Committee), to 
$16,000. Peter Oldak seconded the motion. Both John Gamble and James Van 
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Bokkelen spoke in favor and the motion was voted and passed. The final number for 
the general operating budget came to $501,394. 


3 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 (three 
thousand dollars) to complete the multi year plan to remove old pines and saplings at 
the Indian Ground Cemetery. Lee Knapp motioned to accept the article as read and 
James Van Bokkelen seconded. This would be the last request for this money. The 
article was voted and passed. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,825 (two thousand eight 
hundred twenty five dollars) for the purpose of licensing, testing, and control of 
mosquito’s. (Budget Committee recommendation is $1). Gregory Williams motioned 
to accept the article as read seconded by Christine Paul. Angela Racine asked why 
this figure wasn't in the general budget. Peter Oldak spoke against. Representatives 
from the state approved testing company explained the procedure involved. Mr. 
Odell asked to move the question seconded by James Van Bokkelen. The article 
was voted and passed. Robert Mannino motioned to restrict reconsideration 
seconded by James Knight. The motion to restrict passed. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 (two 
thousand dollars) for the purpose of purchasing bullet proof vests for the Police 
Department. 


50% of this will amount will be refunded as a grant from the Federal Government 
Gregory Williams motioned to accept the article as read. Carole McCarthy seconded. 
There was no real discussion on this article and it was voted and passed. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,500 (five 
thousand five hundred dollars) to purchase and implement new Town Clerk software. 
Gregory Williams motioned accept the article as read seconded by Roy Syvertson. 
The article was voted and passed with an exuberant round of applause. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 (five 
thousand dollars) to be placed in the Town Buildings Maintenance Expendable Trust 
Fund created in 1992 under RSA 31:19. Gregory Williams motioned to accept the 
article as read seconded by Carole McCarthy. James Van Bokkelen asked how 
much was in the fund at present and what the plan was for this year. The amount of 
the fund at present is $6,775 which might be spent on a new roof for the old Barnard 
School. The article was voted and passed. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $29,800 (twenty 
nine thousand eight hundred dollars) to be placed in the Town Roads Paving 
Expendable Capital Reserve Fund created in 1997, under RSA 35:1. 


This money will be used, along with $17,500 currently in the trust fund, to do some repaving of 
Highland Road and Locust Street and for future repairs to the Hilldale Avenue Bridge. 


Carole McCarthy motioned to accept the article as read and Robert Mannino 
seconded. James Van Bokkelen explained what had been done in the past for 
Hilldale Avenue and Locust Street. Mr. Odell motioned to move the question 
seconded by Mr. Donovan. Article 8 was voted and passed.

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 (three 
thousand dollars) to be placed in the Fire Engine Repair & Refurbishment 
Expendable Trust Fund created in 1998 under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a. 
Gregory Williams motioned to accept the article as read seconded by Carole 
McCarthy. John Gamble explained the article and it was voted and passed. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to dissolve the Cemetery Land Acquisition and 
Development Capital Reserve Fund created in 1993 and place the balance in the 
General Fund. (Not recommended by Budget Committee) ( Majority vote required) 


There is approximately $72,335 currently in this fund. The hilltop cemetery behind the Town Hall 
currently has adequate expansion room and there is no current or near future plan in place to use 
this money for its intended use. 


Andre Cantelmo motioned to accept the article as read seconded by Gregory 
Williams. Peter Oldak spoke against the article questioning whether this article was a 
legal procedure. George Werner agreed. Dennis Blair also spoke against. After 
much discussion Gregory Williams motioned to by-pass articles 10, 11 and 12 and go 
straight to article 13, ( which was what the passing of articles 10,11 and 12 would 
achieve) seconded by Roger Cook. The motion to by-pass 10, 11 and 12 was voted 
and passed. (Article 10 was by-passed) 


11. To see if the Town will vote to create a Cemetery Land Acquisition and 
Development Capital Reserve Fund and further to raise and appropriate Fifty 
Six Thousand, Three Hundred Thirty Five Dollars ($56,335) to place in the Cemetery 
Land Acquisition and Development Capital Reserve Fund, with said funds to coming 
from Surplus (Not recommended by Budget Committee) (Majority vote required). 
Not passed. (By-passed) 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $16,000 to be placed in the 
Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund for future replacement of the 1988 Ford 
Grumman Fire Truck, with said funds coming from the Town’s general fund. 

(Not recommended by Budget Committee) ( Majority vote required). Not passed (By- 
passed). 


13. To vote to raise $16,000 to be placed into a Capital Reserve Fund for future 
replacement of the 1988 Ford Grumman Fire Truck. This is submitted as a petitioned 
by Fire Chief, John Gamble and 25 registered voters. (Majority vote required) (Not 
recommended by Budget Committee and Selectman if Warrant Articles 10,11,12 
pass — Budget Committee and Selectman recommend voting on pass over of this 
article if Warrant Articles 10,11,12 pass). Carole McCarthy motioned to accept the 
article as read. Gregory Williams seconded the motion. John Gamble explained the 
article and, due to articles 10, 11 and 12 being by-passed, this article has to be voted 
in the regular way. Article 13 was voted and passed. At this time Andre Cantelmo 
withdrew his motion to accept article 10. James Van Bokkelen motioned to table 
articles 10, 11 and 12 seconded by Pamela Noon. The motion was passed and the 3 
articles were Officially tabled. 
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14. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. Fire 
Chief John Gamble moved to accept and give mutual aid to surrounding towns 
covered under RSA 154:24-30. Gregory Williams seconded and the motion was 


passed. 


At this time Gary Crosby spoke on behalf of the School Board and thanked the Town 


for voting for the school budget . 
Kenneth Clark welcomed Katherine Imbrescia as the newly elected Cemetery 


Trustee. 


Gregory Williams motioned for adjournment seconded by James Van Bokkelen and 
the meeting was adjourned at 5:09 P.M.

Report of the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 


The level of activity in South Hampton during the past year of 2006 has been extraordinary and 
challenging. Serving my second year as Chairman of your Board of Selectmen, once again, it is my 
privilege to issue this report. I do so with a great sense of appreciation for the commitment shown by our 
residents to address the challenges of today and the future. 


South Hampton is a unique historic New England town in which many residents take great pride. This is 
evident in the many who tirelessly volunteer their time and efforts to help all who reside here. With great 
appreciation, I thank the following people. First, Larry Baker, who has been a public servant of this town 
for more than 25 years in the capacity of Selectman, School Board member and other town positions. 
Larry currently serves on the Planning Board and is our Town Treasurer. To create more personal time 
and enjoy his retirement years, Larry has decided to resign his position as Town Administrator effective 
March 01, 2007. However, he will remain involved in his other town positions. The Board of Selectmen 
is sincerely grateful to Larry and his many years of dedicated service to South Hampton and appreciates 
his willingness to continue serving our town. We also thank James VanBokkelen, who continues to help 
the town in a multitude of ways including his generous role in helping to maintain the town’s open 
spaces. And thank you Kay Imbrescia and the Grange for organizing the social events, informational 
forums and fundraising campaigns to benefit our community. Thank you Fire Chief John Gamble and 
your staff for keeping our fire and emergency apparatus in ready condition and your dedication to ensure 
our citizens are aided in emergencies. A special thanks to Joe Brunet and his staff for their tireless efforts 
to keep our town’s infrastructure intact, especially during this year’s severe spring floods. Thank you 
Police Sergeant Brian Rathman (Officer-In-Charge) and your staff for helping to keep South Hampton 
safe and for the professionalism you and the Police Department demonstrate. In addition, thank you to 
Andrea Condon, our clerk and tax collector, along with your deputy, Angela Racine, for your enduring 
efforts and good work. I also thank the many individuals who comprise other town commissions, 
committees and boards. Your volunteer work has not gone unnoticed. And a special thanks to all town 
people who have donated hours of hard work. Without the dedication of our volunteers, it would be 
extremely difficult to manage our town’s government and provide our citizens adequate services. 


New Town Offices 

Following renovations to the historic Barnard School Building last fall, the Administrative offices, 
Selectmen’s office and other town commissions and boards were moved from the Town Hall building 
into the Barnard School building (c. 1830). In addition to interior renovations, a new roof was installed 
and a new handicap ramp was constructed. The new space offers more room for Town Administration 
personnel and residents who conduct business there. It also is more accessible for senior citizens and the 
handicapped. All costs for repairs and renovations came from the Eleanor Batchelder Trust Fund. 


2006 Spring Floods 

In the spring of 2006, South Hampton experienced severe flooding as a result of the May 
rainstorms. The Governor of the State of New Hampshire declared a State of Emergency, and the 
President of the United States issued a major disaster declaration for the State of New Hampshire. 
Fortunately, South Hampton was not affected as badly as other surrounding communities. 
However, there was considerable flooding in our town that damaged a number of homes and the 
central heating systems of Town Hall and historic Barnard School. In addition, it was necessary 
to close several town roads due to flooding, downed trees and road erosion. The South Hampton 
Fire Rescue and Police Departments in addition to our Road Agent and his crew were called into 
action to help residents and to repair and keep our town’s infrastructure intact and safe. As a 
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result of our community being declared a major disaster area, our town was eligible for disaster 
relief funds from FEMA and the State of New Hampshire. Storm damage repairs to our 
infrastructure, which included replacing damaged culverts, clearing downed trees and road 
repairs, continued through the summer. Fearing that the bridges on Whitehall Road and Hilldale 
Avenue were compromised, we requested the NH Department of Transportation to conduct above 
and underwater safety inspections. The two bridges passed inspection. Highland Road, which 
experienced further deterioration from water erosion, was repaired and completely repaved. 
However, Stockman Bridge on Hilldale Avenue still needs remedial repair work, which is 
planned for 2007. We received funding from FEMA (75% of repair and clean-up costs) and are 
due to receive another 12.5% from the State of New Hampshire, which we have yet to receive. 


EEE and WNV Threat 

In 2006, mosquitoes in South Hampton tested positive for Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) and 
West Nile Virus (WNV), and several border towns also had infected mosquitoes. The New 
Hampshire Department of Health and Human Services (NH DHHS) declared Rockingham 
County a health threat for EEE. South Hampton hired a private mosquito control contractor to 
install mosquito surveillance traps throughout the season in three strategic town locations. During 
August and September, a trapped mosquito and a dead bird tested positive for EEE, in addition to 
a dead bird testing positive for WNV. Working closely with the NH DHSS, we were advised, as a 
precautionary measure, to conduct emergency mosquito control spraying at the Barnard School 
grounds, as needed, to help mitigate any possible infected mosquitoes. Due to weather conditions 
and logistical issues, it was determined that the school grounds needed to be treated only one 
time. To help keep town residents informed throughout the season, the Board of Selectmen 
periodically mailed residents EEE and WNV precautionary notices. 


Town Personnel 

In 2006, we had a personnel change in South Hampton’s Police Department. After six years of full-time 
service as South Hampton’s Police Chief, Robert Aldrich resigned as of Dec. 1, 2006, having accepted a 
position in the private sector. Sergeant Brian Rathman is acting as Officer-In-Charge (OIC) until the town 
can permanently fill the position. In an effort to hire the best-qualified individual for the Chief’s position, 
the Board of Selectmen contracted the Local Government Center’s human resources department to help 
with the hiring process. LGC has a staff of qualified former police chiefs assigned specifically to assist 
South Hampton with its search. In addition, LGC works in conjunction with the NH Police Chiefs 
Association and the NH Police Standards and Conduct Committee, who also will assist in screening 
applicants. In addition to these changes in the Police staff, the Board of Selectmen completed Personnel 
Policies for all Town employees. 


Special Town Meeting 

Last September, the Board of Selectmen voted in favor of holding a Special Town Meeting on Election 
Day, giving residents an opportunity to vote for or against an Emergency Growth Management Ordinance 
(EGMO). The purpose of the EGMO was to put a temporary hold on issuing approvals on any large-scale 
housing developments greater than five houses in one year, which is the full term of the EGMO. This 
allows the town to properly assess its ability to manage and sustain any growth that affects its 
infrastructure and operational resources. The EGMO allows our town the time necessary to develop a 
permanent Growth Management Ordinance and a Master Plan that includes a Capital Improvement Plan 
(CIP). South Hampton residents overwhelmingly voted in favor of the EGMO. At the 2007 Town 
Meeting on March 17, Warrant Article 9 will allow residents to vote for or against developing a Capital 
Improvement Plan. 


Town Litigation 

After many years of a property-tax dispute over the Pow Wow River flowage rights in South Hampton 
land flooded by the Tuxbury Pond Dam in Amesbury, the NH Board of Tax and Land Appeals (BTLA) 
ruled in favor of Amesbury last March. The ruling relieved Amesbury of back and current taxes that 
South Hampton claimed it was owed in regards to the Pow Wow River land. The BTLA also ruled that 
the land had no taxable value. 
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There is currently a pending lawsuit filed by Jameson Realty against the South Hampton Planning Board. 
Jameson Realty is claiming that the Planning Board unfairly denied them approval of a proposed 41- 
house development, which would be located off Main Avenue near the intersection of Chase and South 
roads. The Planning Board determined that the application was incomplete and subsequently determined 
that the developer is subject to the Emergency Growth Management Ordinance. The case is currently 
scheduled for trial on March 9, 2007. 


Property Reevaluation 

Last year, South Hampton conducted commercial and residential property evaluations to bring them in 
line with current real estate market values. This process is required by the state every five years. As a 
result, some South Hampton property owner’s property taxes went up and some went down, depending on 
the type and market value of their property. To help offset the new evaluations, the Board of Selectmen 
reset the tax rate from $17.59 to $12.75. The new tax rate was reset as low as deemed fiscally prudent and 
permissible, based on state guidelines. As always, taxpayers are allowed to submit applications for tax 
abatements, and the Board of Selectmen reviews these applications to determine if the property is 
properly assessed. 


In addition, as a result of the reevaluations, some individuals receiving elderly exemptions were 
negatively impacted. In an effort to keep the property taxes of financially challenged senior citizens from 
becoming too much of a financial burden, the Board of Selectmen is endorsing Warrant Article 15, which 
increases their property tax exemptions, helping to offset the increases that occurred with the 
reevaluations. 


South Hampton Ambulance Service 

To help reduce our town’s operating expenses and provide better service, the Board of Selectmen decided 
to establish South Hampton’s own dedicated Ambulance Service. Below are the key reasons behind this 
decision. 


Since the City of Amesbury stopped providing ambulance service to South Hampton five years ago, we 
had contracted our ambulance service with American Medical Response (AMR). AMR is a national 
ambulance service that regionally bases its vehicles at Hampton Falls and has cost our town 
approximately $16,000 per year for undedicated service. Periodically, when AMR is not available, 
Mutual Aid from surrounding towns is utilized. 


Based on an average of 70 ambulance calls per year, a Revenue Projection Analyses was conducted by 
Comstar, Inc. (an ambulance billing service). The projected net revenue (payment for calls from 
ambulance users, insurance reimbursement, etc.) would provide South Hampton with approximately 
$24,300, which includes a 10% commission to Comstar and an 80% billing recovery rate. In establishing 
our own Ambulance Service, we have contracted Comstar to administer all billing functions. The 
budgeted cost for fiscal year 2007 is $16,400 (a potential net gain of $7,900) including supplies, 
contracting with AMR for six months (until we are sufficiently staffed with adequately certified EMT 
personnel), maintenance, insurance, wages, etc. However, for budgeting purposes we conservatively 
anticipated a lower number of calls, earning only $8,000 of revenue. Nonetheless, this still would lower 
the town ambulance expense by approximately $8,000. Overall, having our own Ambulance Service 
could potentially save taxpayers $16,000+ annually and provide better emergency service than we could 
ever obtain from an outside contracted service. 


The initial investment, which included the ambulance, medical supplies, equipment, etc., was 
approximately $14,700. The funds came from the Eleanor Batchelder Trust, a private donation and 
proceeds from a South Hampton Fireman’s Association Raffle and Pancake Breakfast. The new 
ambulance was formerly owned and operated by the Fire Department in Bedford, NH. It was well 
maintained and should provide South Hampton with approximately 10 years of service. 


Experienced volunteer personnel who currently serve on the South Hampton Fire Department will staff 
our Ambulance Service. We are fortunate to have volunteers who are certified Emergency Medical ue 
Technicians (EMTs), are available during the day, and work in the private ambulance industry, providing 
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us with an experienced staff. South Hampton currently has six EMTs and two licensed First Responders. 
In addition, our Deputy Fire Chief Dave McElroy (NREMT-1) will manage and supervise this program as 
the Emergency Medical Services Coordinator for the South Hampton Fire Department. Dave lives in 
South Hampton and has served on the SHFD for almost three years. In addition, he is a war veteran who 
served 18 months in the U.S. Navy as a Fleet Marine Force Corpsman (Medic) in the first Gulf War in 
Iraq in 1990. Dave also has been employed in the private ambulance industry for 23 years. 


Before the decision was made to establish an Ambulance Service for South Hampton, Fire Chief John 
Gamble, Deputy Fire Chief McElroy and the Board of Selectmen did many hours of research. Several 
options were considered including sharing a service with East Kingston. In the end we determined that it 
would to be more prudent and cost-effective to establish our own service. The South Hampton ambulance 
began operating as of Dec. 1, 2006. Mutual Aid with our surrounding communities remains in effect. 


2006 Budget Summary, Revenue Sources 

There were a number of unanticipated events that challenged our Town Budget in 2006. However, even 
though we were hit with the damaging floods and overspent our legal budget, we still came in slightly 
under the total operating budget. This was due to being partially compensated by FEMA and our 
insurance company for the spring flood damage. Our legal budget more than quadrupled as result of the 
Amesbury “Flowage Rights Tax” matter, which is now closed, and the pending Jameson Ridge Realty 
lawsuit, scheduled to go to trial March 2007. Our $750 membership with NH Local Government Center, 
which allows the town to utilize Municipal Attorneys in their Legal Services Department, has saved our 
town many thousands of dollars. In addition, our legal expenses were partially funded through the 
generosity of an anonymous donor, which helped us stay within budget. Other areas that came in under 
budget, such as the Winter Maintenance and Police Budget, also helped offset overspending in other 
areas. 


South Hampton is very fortunate to have residents who continue making financial as well as labor- 
intensive donations to help preserve the character and culture of our community. Without these generous 
gifts and contributions, South Hampton would be a different place. 


To maintain an environment that residents can continue to cherish and enjoy, the Town of South Hampton 
needs to decide, on an ongoing basis, how to best continue to serve its residents regarding infrastructure, 
education, health and safety. Fortunately, our town has been able to maintain its small-town charm with 
limited growth while our border towns develop at a much faster pace. 


But our community has limited resources for the ongoing need to meet the increased cost of operating the 
town. The challenge is to keep the tax rate at a reasonable level so our residents can afford to stay. Every 
year, taxes keep going up. This is problematic for many. A responsible course of prudent management 
and governing must be maintained. Therefore, it is important that future planning and alternative methods 
for sources of revenue continue to be considered and explored. Currently our Master Plan is being 
updated, an important step in the planning and growth management process for our town. Last year, a 
survey was mailed to all South Hampton residents and returned with constructive feedback that included 
many comments, suggestions and desires regarding the town’s future. This valuable information is 
helping us with the planning and budgeting process, and we have begun implementing action plans for 
long-term planning. 


A concerted effort to form community “think tanks,” with the goal of devising practical revenue sources, 
would go a long way. One idea mentioned last year was that perhaps the town could organize an annual 
event such as “South Hampton Heritage Day” to celebrate the town’s and region’s history. This event 
could showcase demonstrations of 18th- to early 20th-century farming, blacksmithing, cooking, building 
techniques and other historical cultural activities. In addition to raising funds through admission and 
vendor fees, this could be fun for all ages and help cultivate community fellowship. This type of event 
would only be successful through the efforts of dedicated and passionate volunteers who could afford the 
required time to manage and implement it. Other possible sources of revenue are various financial grants, 
which we receive periodically, and private donations that our town has received in the past. However, 
many other private, state and federal grants are available, but, for the most part, research is needed to seek 
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them out and apply. Establishing a Development Committee to focus on such fundraising and grant 
opportunities is worthy of consideration. For example, our new Ambulance Service is a revenue- 
producing program. To address other possible revenue-producing programs, the Board of Selectmen has 
solicited residents to serve on the following newly established committees: 


Development Committee: research and apply for Grants and revenue producing programs. 


Recycling Committee: conduct research on methods to help reduce our recycling, waste/disposal and 
collection costs (costs are currently more than $53,000 per year, an increase of over 25% from last year. 
Our Town has joined the non-profit Northeast Resource Recovery Association in 2007 as a first step to 
explore ways of reducing costs and perhaps turning it into a revenue source. 


Highway Safety Committee: The Board of Selectmen has voted to establish this committee, as required by 
the NH Highway Safety Agency to become eligible to receive a financial grant for the Police Department 
that would help fund patrols and/or equipment. 


Key Elements of 2007 Budget 

There are several areas of the proposed operating budget that have significant increases compared with 
last year, notably the legal budget and the Planning Board’s budget. These increases are a result of the 
increased activity of housing development proposals, which coincide with developing a growth 
management and Master Plan. Waste collection and disposal costs have also gone up significantly. Other 
additional uncontrollable cost increases are due to town personnel health insurance and administrative 
computer software support required by the state. However, the police budget will actually decrease by 1% 
compared with last year and still offers the same patrol coverage. 


The town’s operating budget for 2007 is an increase of approximately 6% from last year, and the total 
budget, including warrant articles, is an increase of 8% over last year. Some of the increase will be offset 
by adoption of Warrant Article 12, which would reduce the total increase to less than 2% and help offset 
and limit a tax increase. 


To help limit tax increases, the Board of selectmen and the Budget Committee are trying to reduce 
controlled expenses and costs as much as possible. In 2006, the South Hampton ambulance program was 
a considerable first step. Additional cost-cutting measures can be realized without adversely affecting 
services to South Hampton residents. Moreover, the ambulance program is an example of how to reduce 
expenses and actually improve service. In 2007 we are going to be researching and examining programs 
that can raise revenues without costing taxpayers. To that point we are not in favor of Warrant Articles 6 
(new police cruiser purchase) and 14 (adding revenue to new fire truck fund) for 2007. We ultimately are 
in favor purchasing a new police cruiser and setting funds aside to purchase a new fire truck, but not in 
2007. We believe funding for these programs can be raised through financial grants and fundraising, 
without requiring additional taxation. For example, the purchase of the ambulance and its equipment, in 
addition to the repairs and renovations to the historic Barnard School, were achieved without using 
taxpayer funds. 


In the year ahead, we need to research and plan intelligently, prudently and responsibly. We all want what 
is in the best interest of our beloved town. We welcome your ideas, comments and constructive criticism, 


and most of all, your support. Thank you.

Dear South Hampton Residents: 


As another year comes to an end, I would first like to take to thank the Board of Selectmen and the Town residents 
for their continuing support of the South Hampton Police Department. The Police Department experienced an 
unusually high turnover rate in 2006. Officers Brandon Walker and Karl Searl resigned last spring to dedicate more 
time to their full-time careers. Most notably, Police Chief Robert Aldrich, who led the Police Department since 
2001, resigned December 1, 2006, to begin a career in the private sector. As a result, in conjunction with the NH 
Police Chiefs and the Local Government Center, the Town is considering a replacement for the Chief’s position. 


At this time, would like to introduce our two newest officers, Mark Iannuccillo, of Amesbury, MA, and Roy Jones, 
of Exeter, NH. Officers Jannuccillo and Jones graduated for the New Hampshire Part-Time Police Officer’s 
Academy on November 4, 2006, and have eagerly begun filling open patrol shifts, gaining valuable experience in 
the process. We also have one officer who is out of work indefinitely due to a job-related injury. 


The Police Department saw may other changes in 2006 as well. Our website (www.sohamptonpd.com) has been 
updated to include commonly used forms that citizens can download directly to their computers, 24 hours a day, 365 
day a year. Every officer may be contacted by e-mail from the website as well. We look forward to improving the 
website to include pictures and information about the officers and town. We will also begin posting monthly 
activity logs, annual statistics, and the Police Budget in the near future. 


In March 2006, we hosted an Open House to showcase the newly renovated Police Department and the new 
technology installed in our cruisers. The Child ID program, which we started in conjunction with the Open House, 
was a tremendous success. More than 25 children had their photos and fingerprints taken as a precaution in the 
event of an emergency. Parents were provided a custom, laminated photo Child ID with their children’s name, 
physical description, and fingerprint on it. The Child ID program is a free service of the South Hampton Police 
Department and will be offered again at an Open House in March 2007, or by appointment. 


The Police Department experienced many weather-related challenges in 2006. Early winter snow storms dumped 
several inches of snow over a short period of time. At some points, the snowfall rate exceeded the abilities of the 
State DOT and our Road Agent to keep up with plowing. Several vehicles went off the road or were just stuck in 
the unrelenting storms. The heavy spring rain created serious flooding in town, pushing our resources to the 
maximum. Many homes were flooded, and some residents were evacuated. Our police cruisers had difficulty 
responding to calls at times. As a result, the Police Department will be asking voters to approve the lease of a 4x4 
sport utility vehicle to replace the 2003 sedan in the Warrant Article at Town Meeting. 


The Police Department has also established several goals for 2007 and beyond. With reduced manpower, it is 
imperative that we concentrate on training the officers we do have in order to improve department efficiency, job 
performance, and service to the town. We will also seek additional grant funding for anything that is applicable to 
South Hampton, such as monies for computers and technology, body armor, protective clothing, and other 
equipment and services such as Driving Patrols and seatbelt enforcement. 


Another key goal is to continuously strive to maintain good communication and relationships with the people we 
serve. If anyone has any suggestions about ways to improve our services, please contact the Police Department to 
let us know your ideas. I look forward to meeting with anyone who has any questions about police services or patrol 
coverage. I can be reached anytime through dispatch at 603-679-2225.

Dear Residents, 


It is my pleasure to write to update you on the South Hampton Fire Department’s activities for 
the past year. I would also like to take this opportunity to thank everyone for their support and 
praise. 


The South Hampton Fire Department is comprised of volunteer professionals who give up time 
with their busy lives and families to protect the citizens and neighbors of South Hampton 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year. All Firefighting Personnel must become State Certified 
Firefighters and medically trained either at the First Responder or EMT level under State of New 
Hampshire and National Registry of Emergency Medical Technicians Standards. EMT- 
Intermediate’s are able to perform all the skills an EMT-B can as well as Advanced Life Support 
Skills such as Advanced Airway Management, Intravenous Therapy, Cardiac Monitoring 
including 12 lead EKG’s, and medication administration. The South Hampton Fire Department is 
currently operating at the EMT-Intermediate level. 


The South Hampton Fire Department experienced an unusually slow year this year with a total of 
100 calls for service. The calls for 2006 were as follows:

The South Hampton Fire Department is pleased to announce that we have obtained several 
different types of Federal and State Grants to obtain equipment purchases and upgrades at little 
to no cost to the town. With the award of the Assistance to Firefighters Grant from the 
Department of Homeland Security, we were able to replace our Self Contained Breathing 
Apparatus (SCBA) with state of the art Breathing Apparatus and a Thermal Imaging Camera. 
We also obtained a State Grant for the purchase of state of the art mobile and portable radios. A 
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State of New Hampshire Emergency Management Grant was obtained for the replacement of a 
propane powered generator for the Fire Station and replacement of the telephone system. 

This year, as of December, 2006 the South Hampton Fire Department began to provide 
Ambulance Service to the Town. The Ambulance and Equipment was purchased with the 
assistance of the Eleanor Batchelder Fund, Donations from private donors and the South 
Hampton Firemen’s Association at no extra cost to tax payers. The Ambulance, through the 
billing for service from Insurance Companies will be able to generate the funds needed to offset 
the cost of running the Ambulance versus paying for a contract Ambulance to provide 
Ambulance Service to the Town as was done in the past through AMR. In the case that an 
Ambulance is needed, please call 911 as you do now, the only difference is that a South 
Hampton Ambulance will be responding rather than a Private Ambulance (AMR). 


I would like to take this opportunity to share with you our goal to replace the 1988 Ford 
Grumman Engine (Engine 1). This piece of apparatus is in need of replacement for several 
reasons the first being the age of the vehicle is 19 years old and per National Fire Protection 
(NFPA) Standards is over due for replacement. The NFPA Standard for Firefighting Apparatus 
states that Fire Apparatus must be replaced after 15 years of active service and then to be placed 
into 5 years of reserve status. Secondly, the current Engine does not meet current NFPA safety 
standards. The riding area, known as the Jump Seat, is open and not enclosed per NFPA 
Standards which poses a safety concern due to the fact that personnel can be ejected from the 
riding area in the event that a crash should occur. Thirdly, the pump capacity is not adequate for 
today’s Firefighting Apparatus and needs to be upgraded to current standards. Last year, due to 
the fact that out newest piece of Apparatus was paid off in 2005, we established a Capital 
Replacement Account with $16,000.00 to be used toward the purchase of the new engine and 
will be asking for $16,000.00 again this year to be placed into the Capital Replacement Account. 
With the Capital Replacement Account and the trade of the 1988 Ford Grumman, the cost of 
purchasing the new engine will be kept as economical as possible. 


We would like make sure that everyone remains safe by making sure that there is a working 
smoke detector on every floor and that the batteries are changed every time the clocks are 
changed; Carbon Monoxide Detectors are installed per manufactures requirements and are in 
working order and that batteries are changed each time the smoke detector batteries are changed. 
Please be sure if space heaters are used that they are used safely and are keep at a safe distance 
from combustibles. If you should have any questions please feel free to contact us at 
SouthHamptonFire-Rescue@Comcast.Net or at 394-0105.

The South Hampton Conservation Commission has been growing in numbers. In 
2006 we were joined by new member Steve Kaneb and a new Selectman 
representative Carole McCarthy. They are both very welcome additions to the 
Commission. 


The Commission is going into its eighth year of actively collecting and submitting 
water quality information on the Powwow River. Annual reports through the 2005 
monitoring year are available for anyone who is interested. Many thanks to our 
dedicated volunteers who have made this possible. Volunteers include Larry Smith of 
East Kingston and Christine Fisher, Neil Courtney and Steve Kaneb, all of South 
Hampton. 


Conservation Lands under LCHIP are reviewed and visited by the Commission each 
year and the report is sent on to the State as part of the LCHIP requirements. This 
year the Commission hopes to establish a small parking area to encourage the use of 
the Audubon Sanctuary and Crosby LCHIP properties and to obtain approvals to 
block off Old Peak Road to discourage dumping and the destruction of wetlands by 
off road vehicles. 


The Commission is active on the committee to revise the town’s Master Plan. In the 
coming year the Commission will participate in revising the Natural Resource 
Inventory and Conservation Plan sections in the Master plan 

The Commission reviewed and commented on the Jameson Ridge subdivision 
application to the State to obtain a permit to fill wetlands. As part of this review we 
held open meetings and a site review. This coming year the Commission will continue 


to review any permit applications and hold meetings in the Selectman’s Office at 
7:30pm on the second Wednesday of each month.

Annual Report to the Residents of South Hampton 


The cemetery trustees want to thank the residents of South Hampton for your support and 
participation in 2006. I offer a big thank you to Lee Knapp and Kay Imbrescia for their hard work 
on the many issues considered and accomplished by the board this past vear. We have another full 
agenda for the coming year and look forward to your continued support. 


Published in this years Town Report are the new Cemetery Rules and Regulations, adopted by the 
Trustees in October. Copies are also available for review at the Town Hall and at the Library. 
Residents with existing internment rights can contact the trustees with questions as to how the new 
regulations relate to you. 


There are a number of Articles in this years Warrant pertaining to the cemeteries. Warrant Article 
#11 is asking the residents to consider an expansion of the New Central Cemetery located behind the 
Town Hall, utilizing an adjacent parcel owned by the town, This would expand the current 
boundaries easterly towards Jewell Street and southerly towards the Baptist Church. The land was 
formerly used by the Barnard School! for classroom and playground areas. The trustees believe this 
expansion is the most practical and cost effective solution for cemetery growth. 


If Article #11 is accepted by the voters, Warrant Article #12 is to abolish the Cemetery Land 
Acquisition Fund created in 1993. These funds are insufficient to reasonably acquire land and will 
not be necessary in the near future if Article #11 is voted in favor of. The balance of this fund will be 
placed in the general fund prior to voting on the next cemetery article. 


Warrant Article #13 is to create an expendable trust for the care and maintenance of all cemeteries 
under the trustees’ jurisdiction. Our annual budget only covers grass mowing and a small amount of 
funds for miscellaneous expenses each year. As many of you are aware, numerous obligations 
considered by the cemetery trustees in the past few years have been delayed due to the lack of funds. 
These include boundary maintenance and fences (refer to RSA 289:4), gravestone repair and 
cleaning, and property maintenance, such as tree removal. This article will provide a portion of the 
necessary funds to accomplish these requirements. 


As noted in the foreword section of the new cemetery rules and regulations: “Peace and good order 
must prevail, and the sacredness of the place must be maintained at all times.” It is the desire and 
responsibility of the trustees to uphold these rules and to comply with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire. On behalf of the South Hampton Cemetery Trustees, I thank you for your support and 
look forward to working with you in 2007.

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FOREWORD 


It is the desire of the Trustees to make the Cemeteries in South Hampton a quiet, beautiful resting place 
for the deceased. Anything which would mar the general beauty and harmony of the cemeteries must 
be avoided. Peace and good order must prevail, and the sacredness of the place be maintained at all 


times. It is to this end that these Rules and Regulations have been adopted. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE TOWN CEMETERIES 


SOUTH HAMPTON, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


These Rules and Regulations are hereby adopted by the Board of Cemetery Trustees 
("Trustees") and approved by the Board of Selectmen. All owners of interment rights, visitors, and 
contractors performing work within the cemeteries shall be subject to said Rules and Regulations and 


amendments as shall be adopted by the Trustees. 
ARTICLE 1 DEFINITIONS: 


ri The term "cemetery" shall mean any of the following cemeteries in the Town of South 
Hampton: New Central Cemetery, 1 Hilldale Avenue; Old Burial Grounds, corner of Hilldale Avenue 
and Route 107A: Currierville Cemetery, Currier Street (partially owned by the Town of Newton NH); 
the Evans and Titcomb Cemetery, Locust Street; and any other cemeteries that may come under the 


direction of the Town of South Hampton. 
1.2 The Board of Cemetery Trustees shall consist of the following: 


(a) Three (3) members voted by the residents of South Hampton, each for a three (3) 
year term (1 position voted annually). Trustees will vote for a chairperson and vice- 


chairperson at the annual meeting held in January. 
1.3 The term "Owner" shall mean the owner of rights of interment. 


1.4 The term “interment" shall mean cremation with inurnment, entombment, or burial of the 


remains of a deceased person. 
135 The term "Memorial" shall mean any marker or structure upon or in any lot or niche, placed 


thereupon or therein or partially therein for the purpose of identification or in memory of the interred. 
Page | of 6 
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1.6 The term "Contractor" shall mean any person, firm, corporation or anyone engaged in 
placing, erecting or repairing any memorial, or performing any work in the cemetery grounds, other 


than a cemetery employee. 


1.7 The term "Perpetual Care" shall mean the obligation of the Town to maintain and care for 
all the Town of South Hampton cemetery sites from the net annual income on the Perpetual Care 


endowment fund. 


1.8 Cemetery Trustees will assume the responsibilities of the Superintendent and will enforce 


the rules and regulations herein. 


ARTICLE 2 ASSIGNMENT OF INTERMENT RIGHTS: 


Zat Persons desiring to obtain interment rights in the South Hampton cemeteries are referred to 
any South Hampton Town Official, who will arrange for the Trustees to assist the person by showing 
the plans and available lots of the cemeteries. Upon having made a lot selection and full payment of 
fees and charges the Trustees will issue a certificate to the cemetery lot. 

eo Assignment of Interment Rights shall be made to Residents of the Town of South Hampton 
at rates adopted by the Trustees (refer to Article 5). Interment rights may be assigned to non-residents 


at the discretion of the Trustees, who will also determine the fee for same. 


2235 Non-resident Interment rights can be assigned in a cemetery only with the written approval 
of the Trustees, and subject to the Rules and Regulations of said cemetery now or hereafter adopted for 


the government of said cemeteries, and for the purpose of interment only. 


2.4 No interment rights or contracts for the assignment of interment rights can be sold, 


assigned, transferred, pledged or hypothecated without the written approval of the Trustees. 


2 The reassignment of any interment right by any Owner or assignee must be made in writing 
to the South Hampton Cemetery Trustees. The interment right must be reconveyed to the Trustees. 
The Trustees shall reassign internment right to the new Owner. This procedure is required in order that 
the Trustees may at all times have a complete and accurate record of all owners. The Trustees may 
refuse to consent to a transfer or to an assignment as long as there is indebtedness due the Town of 
South Hampton from the Owner so recorded in the records of the cemetery at the South Hampton 
Town Office. 
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2.6 The subdivision of interment rights is not allowed without consent of the Trustees. 


2.1, All interment rights are assigned subject to payment of the amount on file in the Cemetery 
Trustees Office. All work on lots, all opening and closing of lots, all interments and disinterments 
shall be performed under the direction of the Trustees, except when permission is otherwise granted. 


A Lot Certificate will be issued after full payment has been received. 


2.8 All agreements for the assignment of Cemetery interment rights must be on forms 
approved and signed by the Trustees. All terms and conditions for the assignment rights must be 
recited in the assignment contract: verbal agreements or representations will not be recognized. All 


said agreements must previce for payment as posted in the Town Office. 


2.9 The Trustees shall direct all improvements within the grounds and upon all lots and graves, 
before as well as after interments have been made therein. Permission for special requests must be 


obtained from the Trustees. 


2.10 If any memorial, or any structure whatsoever, or any inscription to be placed on same, shall 
be determined by the Trustees to be offensive, they shall have the right and it shall be their duty, to 


enter upon such lot and remove, change or correct the offensive or improper object or objects. 


2.11 If any tree, shrub or plant standing upon any lot, by means of its roots, branches, or 
otherwise, is or becomes detrimental to adjacent lots or avenues, or if for any other reason its removal 
is deemed necessary, the Trustees shall have the right and it shall be their duty, to correct the existing 


condition. 


2.12 Noperson, unless otherwise authorized herein, shall pluck or remove any plant or flower, 


either wild or cultivated, from any part of the Cemetery. 


ARTICLE 3 FUNERAL REGULATIONS: 


3.1 Funerals, after entering the cemetery property, shall be subject to the direction of the 


appropriate personnel. 


32 There shall be no burial when the ground is frozen or covered with snow, unless authorized 


by the Trustees. Exceptions may be made by the Trustees. 
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3.3 Graves must be located by the family or its representative, with verification to be made by a 


member of the Trustees. 


3.4 Grave excavation will be approved by the Trustees and will be performed by an authorized 
contractor. 
oho) When a removal is to be made from a single grave to another grave, the formerly occupied 


single grave space and all rights thereto revert to the Trustees. If no steel or concrete vault has been 
used for this interment, one must be furnished by the party requesting the change. If there is a steel or 
concrete vault which is in a removable condition, charge for removal of the vault must be paid in 
advance. This charge shall be based on cost of equipment, materials and iabor. Appiication for 2 
removal permit must be signed by the family or its representative and properly notarized prior to time 


of removal. 


3.6 Concrete or metal vaults are required for all full interments, and non-degradable containers 


are required for all cremations. 


ARTICLE 4 REGULATIONS: 


4.1 No dogs, bicycles, horseback riding, jogging, or other personal recreation shall be 


permitted in the cemeteries. 
4.2 Alcoholic beverages in the cemeteries are strictly forbidden. 


4.3 Living plants, flowers and memorial insignia are permitted as grave decoration. All other 
decorations or lot improvements must be approved by the Trustees. Artificial plants or flowers are not 


permitted. 


4.4 All work and all planting of any kind on all lots and graves is prohibited, with the exception 
of the planting of flowers, which may be done close to the front of the monument stones and must be 
maintained by the owners or family. The Trustees have the right to direct the removal of any 
inappropriate decorations, flowers, potted plants, and wreaths when they become withered. Trees, 
shrubs, or decorations which have died or become unsightly shall be removed by the Owners or their 
designee. Holiday decorations or special occasion items shall be removed by the Owners no more than 


30 days after placement on the lot. 
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4.5 Urns or flower boxes may be placed close to the monument stones (10 inch maximum 
from monument), but must not be placed on other parts of lots. Box length must not exceed the length 


of the existing monument. 
4.6 The Trustees are not responsible for theft or damage to anything placed on graves or lots. 


4.7 Prior to placing a marker or monument, permission must be obtained from the Trustees. 
Markers and monuments must be of traditional stone or metal composition and shall be the appropriate 
height and width in accordance with the lot. All monuments must be placed with an appropriate 


footing at the head of lots. All work shall be under the supervision of the Trustees. 


4.8 Cemeteries are open from sunrise to sunset. Any person found on the grounds after dark 


will be considered a trespasser. 


4.9 All persons are reminded that the grounds are sacredly devoted to the burial of the 
deceased, and that the provisions and penalties of the law, as provided by statute, will be strictly 


_ enforced in all cases of wanton injury, disturbance and disregard of the rules. 


4.10 No person or persons other than an employee of the Cemetery shall be permitted to bring 
or carry fire-arms within the Cemetery except a military guard of honor and then only when in charge 


of an Officer and during a Military Service. 


4.11 Planting, maintenance of lots, and placing of monuments contrary to the Cemetery Rules 


and Regulations will be corrected at the direction of the Trustees at the Owner's expense. 


4.12 Special cases may arise in which the literal enforcement of a rule may impose 
unnecessary hardship. The Trustees therefore reserve the right, without notice, to make exceptions, 
suspensions or modifications in any of the Rules and Regulations when, in its judgment, the same 
appear advisable. Temporary exceptions, suspension or modification shall in no way be construed as 


affecting the general application of such Rules and Regulations. 


4.13 Future grave lots are to be4aid out in such locations and sizes as the Trustees shall 


designate. All new lots will be added to the Master Plan. 


ARTICLE 5 FEES, CHARGES AND PAYMENTS: 


| Prior to 2006, South Hampton residents were given cemetery lots free of charge. In 


2006, the Cemetery Trustees established a policy requiring residents to purchase cemetery lots. 
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5:2 The following cost schedule is in effect and applicable to all of the South Hampton 


Cemeteries. The payment of all fees and charges shall be made payable to the Town of South 
Hampton, | Hilldale Avenue, South Hampton, NH 03827. Funds are managed by the Trustees of the 


Trust Fund.

5.4 Payment must be received within 30 days after interment. 


ARTICLE 6 RULES and REGULATIONS 


6.1 The Trustees reserve the right to amend without notice these Rules and Regulations. 


6.2 Copies of these Rules and Regulations shall be distributed to Owners of lots at time of 


purchase, or to persons making general inquiries or interment arrangements, and to local funeral 


homes and monument companies.

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Annual Report 
Chairman of the South Hampton School Board 


The South Hampton School Board, along with the school principal, superintendent, 
and business administrator, has worked very hard in the past year, and the job is not 
getting easier. We are all faced with increasing costs and struggle to make ends 
meet, and the same is true for our school. Below | have offered an explanation for 
each of the warrant articles that we will be voting on this March. | hope you find this 
to be helpful in making your decisions. Anyone who has held public office can tell 
you that much of the time, it is a difficult, thankless task that can offer great 
frustration. We do it because we believe in the school, we believe in South Hampton, 
and we believe that with your help we can make a difference. We are only as good as 
the support we get from the people we represent, the children, and the taxpayers. We 
look forward to continuing to serve you. 


Article 1 reflects the operating budget for the next school year. If you take out the 
increases to the high school tuition and the SPED budget, the increase is only 3%. 
This increase is in line with what we have been trying to hold the budget increases to 
for the past 3 years. 


1. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate as an operating 
budget, not including appropriations by special warrant articles and other 
appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the 
warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, 
totaling $2,042,666? Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be 
$2,010,441, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by 
previous action of the School District or by law or the governing body may hold one 
special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a 
revised operating budget only. (Majority vote required.) 


Note: Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any 
other warrant articles. 


Article 2 is to approve the new teachers’ contract. It is a 3-year contract, which will 
make it easier for the town to budget for the increase for the next few years. We 
worked very hard on this contract and, with the teachers' association, were able to 
make changes in the following areas: 1) created changes in health insurance 
coverage where now all plans will require employee contributions, 2) realigned the 
step schedules, 3) offered a modest sick day buy back to help increase the number of 
days teachers are in classrooms, avoiding expenditures for substitutes, and 4) made 
changes to language. 


2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the 
collective bargaining agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board 
and the Seacoast Education Association which calls for the following increase in 
salaries and benefits at the current staffing levels: 
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Year Estimated Increase 


2007-08 $24,151 
2008-09 $27,659 
2009-10 $27,532 


and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $24,151 for the 2007-08 school year, 
such sum representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries 
and benefits over those of the appropriation at current staffing levels paid in the prior 
fiscal year. (Majority vote required.) 


Article 3 is to fund repairs and a minor expansion to the parking lot. The intent here 
is to repair areas of the parking lot where damage and wear and tear has occurred, 
add an additional 10 parking spaces out front, some of which will be designated as 
visitor spots, and put a top coat of asphalt on all the areas. We got prices for just the 
additional 10 spots last year, and it was $10,000. As part of this whole project, the 
cost has been reduced to $4,500. The number of square feet indicated in the actual 
wording of the warrant article for the additional parking is clearly an error. 


3. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate $18,300 for parking 
lot improvements on Barnard School property to include 1) a 1 1/2" Bituminous 
Concrete topcoat over base coat applied in 2001 as well as an improved access road 
and dumpster access areas ($10,800), 2) miscellaneous repairs to existing parking 
surfaces ($3,000), and 3) 1200 sq. ft. of additional parking ($4,500)? (Majority vote 
required.) 


Article 4 addresses two things; first is to re-designate a capital reserve fund that was 
created to fund the replacement of the school computers, to be an expendable trust 
fund. This fund will be used for the same thing, and will have the existing $7,000 that 
has already been raised. The second part is to raise an additional $7,000 to be added 
to this fund, to be used for replacement of the computers. The computers need to be 
replaced every 3-4 years. 


4. To see if the School District will vote to create an expendable trust fund under the 
provisions of RSA 198:20-c, to be known as the Computer Technology Fund, for the 
purpose of purchasing computer technology equipment? Furthermore, to raise and 
appropriate $7,000 to be placed in this fund, and to name the School Board as agents 
to expend from this fund and allow the School Board to designate the Town of South 
Hampton as the Trustee of the Trust Funds. (Majority vote required). 


Article 5 will not increase the amount of money we are trying to raise for the school. 
The intent here is to take money from any surplus funds at the end of the budget 
year, and contribute it to this fund. The board feels that this is a most important fund 
to have due to the fact that in any given year, one out-of-district, residential 
placement could cost the town over $100,000, conservatively. 


5. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate an amount “up to” 


$5,000 to be added to the expendable trust fund for educating educationally disabled 
children, and to authorize the transfer of that amount from the June 30, 2007 year end 
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undesignated fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 2007? (Majority vote 
required). 


Article 6 falls into the same category as Article 5. We are not looking to raise any 
additional funds. Rather, we are looking to use surplus funds at the end of the budget 
year. This fund is to provide, in essence, a savings account for the school to be used 
for repairs and maintenance. In the past few years we have had to fund unforeseen 
repairs to the well and septic system, as well as add an arsenic removal system. We 
are now faced with repairs to exterior of the building, including but not limited to 
carpentry, painting, etc. It is very important that we have funds available to keep up 
with these repairs. The longer they are put off, the more costly they will become. 


6. To see if the School District will vote to create an expendable trust fund 
under the provisions of RSA 198:20-c, to be known as the School Building 
Maintenance Fund, for the purpose of repairing and maintaining Barnard School? 


Furthermore, to raise and appropriate “up to” $15,000 to be placed in the School 
Building Maintenance Fund with such amount to be funded from the June 30, 2007 
unreserved fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 2007 and to name the 
School Board as agents to expend from the School Building Maintenance Fund and 
allow the School Board to designate the Town of South Hampton as the Trustee of 
the Trust Funds. (Majority vote required). 


Once | again, the board would like to thank you for your support, and we look forward 
to seeing you at the polls in March. Every vote counts and we need yours!

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SOUTH HAMPTON 
SCHOOL DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
February 7, 2006 


Moderator Walter Shivik called the 2006 School District Deliberative Session to order at 7:35 p.m. and 
led the meeting in the pledge of allegiance. Mr. Shivik introduced Martha Anderson, School District 
Clerk; School Board members Gary Crosby, chair, Donald Harper and Peter lacobucci; SAU 21 
Superintendent James Gaylord and SAU legal counsel Robert Casassa; Barnard School Principal 
Barbara Knapp and Special Ed Director Susan Coskren; and Budget Committee members Dennis Blair, 
Dick Caravati, Will Hodge and Carole McCarthy. 


Since this was the first Deliberative Session for South Hampton, Mr. Shivik explained that at this 
meeting, the warrant articles could be discussed and left as written, or amended. Final vote on the 
articles would be by ballot on Election Day, March 14, 2006. He then recognized Gary Crosby who 
announced that Fred Engelbach, SAU Assistant Superintendent for Finance (who was not present at this 
meeting), would retire at the end of the year. He thanked Mr. Engelbach for all the help he has provided 
throughout his 25 years of dedicated service and on behalf of the past and present School Boards gave 
him a gift certificate. 


Mr. Shivik again recognized Gary Crosby who made a motion "to allow the SAU 21 staff to speak on any 
motions which come before the meeting." Seconded by Peter lacobucci. By a show of hands, the 
motion was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 1. Shall the School District raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set 
forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set 
forth therein, totaling $1,850,946? Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be 
$1,824,462, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the 
school district or by law or the goveming body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 
40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. (Majority vote required.) 


Gary Crosby moved to raise and appropriate an operating budget of $1,850,946; seconded by Peter 
lacobucci. The floor was open for discussion on the motion. James Van Bokkelen asked for clarification 
of several line items. Mr. Shivik called for a show of hands. Motion voted in the affirmative. Article will 
be placed on the official ballot as written. 


Article 2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective 
bargaining agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board and the Seacoast Education 
Association which calls for the following increase in salaries and benefits: 


Year Estimated Increase 
2006-07 $24,975 


and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $24,975 for the 2006-07 school year, such sum representing 
the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits over those of the appropriations at 
current staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. The School Board and the Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


Motion moved as read by Peter lacobucci; seconded by Don Harper. Mr. lacobucci explained this was a 1- 
year collective bargaining agreement. Motion voted in the affirmative. Article will be placed on the 


Official ballot as written. 
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Article 3. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective bargaining 
agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board and the Seacoast Educational Support 
Personnel Association which calls for the following increases in salaries and benefits: 


Year Estimated Increase 
2006-07 $3,440 
2007-08 $3,549 


and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $3,440 for the 2006-07 school year, such sum representing the 
additional costs attributable to the increases in salaries and benefits over those of the appropriations at current 
staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 


appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


Motion moved as read by Don Harper, seconded by Peter lacobucci. Mr. Harper explained this was a 2-year 
collective bargaining agreement; the amount to raise and appropriate was for the first year. Motion voted in 
the affirmative. Article will be placed on the official ballot as written. 


Article 4. Shall the School District raise and appropriate $7,000 to be added to the capital reserve fund that 
exists for the purpose of purchasing replacement computers? (The capital reserve fund was established in 
2003 so that computers in the computer lab can be replaced as a group. By placing money in the fund, the fund 
accumulates money so that all computers in the lab can be bought at a single time. This makes maintenance 
less costly because only one make and model of computer is involved. The last time a group of computers 
was purchased was July 2005. We plan to replace the lab computers in 2008.) The School Board and the 
Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


Motion moved as read by Gary Crosby; seconded by Don Harper. Motion voted in the affirmative. Article 
will be placed on the official ballot as written. 


Article 5. Shall the School District raise and appropriate $10,000 to construct additional parking spaces on the 
Barnard School property? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. 


(Majority vote required.) 


Motion moved as read by Gary Crosby; seconded by Peter lacobucci. Dennis Blair noted that the Budget 
Committee hoped that if the article passes, the Board would encumber the funds and combine them with a 
comprehensive paving project next year. Motion voted in the affirmative. Article will be placed on the official 


ballot as written. 


Article 6. Shall the School District raise and appropriate $2,300 to backfill and seal the abandoned well on the 
Bamard School property? The NH Department of Environmental Services and Lee Knapp, Certified Public 
Water System Operator, recommend backfilling and sealing the well to prevent the possibility of 
contamination. The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 


required.) 

Donald Harper made a motion to reduce this amount to $0 (zero); seconded by Gary Crosby. Mr. Harper 
explained the Board had leamed the well is not on school property and wanted to disregard the article. Motion 
voted in the affirmative. Article will be placed on the official ballot as amended. 


Mr. Shivik received a motion to adjourn by Peter Oldak, seconded by James Van Bokkelen. Motion 
passed by unanimous vote. Meeting adjourned at 8:35.

Again, this has been a busy year throughout the communities of SAU #21. Projects 
such as the Winnacunnet High School renovations and construction, the major renovations 
in the Hampton school buildings, and a variety of projects in all of the other districts have 
consumed a great deal of time but with successful results. In the coming year, there are 
more planned projects that are noted in the budgets and warrant articles that you will be 
deciding upon. 


Much time and effort has gone into the negotiation of teacher contracts over the past 
three years. This year you will vote on a three year agreement that is a well balanced 
compromise by both parties. 


There have been changes at the Central Office, with the addition of a new Assistant 
Superintendent, Dr. Maureen Ward, and a new Business Administrator, Mr. Bill Sanders. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Sanders will be leaving us in March for the position of CFO of the City of 
Manchester. We wish him well. 


All of last year’s budgets ended in the black and all received positive audits. My 
thanks to all involved for overseeing their budgets to the benefit of the taxpayers. 


Administrators and faculty have been involved with curriculum and assessment 
improvement throughout the SAU. Although schools are at different stages of development, 
everyone is moving forward. Scores on the state assessment show improvement is taking 
place, and our students are the beneficiaries of this work. 


Tied to this is the commitment of the faculty and staff to continue their own 
professional development. There has been a marked increase in the focus of all of the 
schools to bring new and more effective teaching strategies into our buildings for our 
students. 


Voters in Hampton and North Hampton will make decisions on whether or not to 
withdraw from SAU #21 (Hampton) or whether or not to form a Withdrawal Committee 
(North Hampton). Please become informed about these issues as they are of significant 
importance. 


In the fourth year of my administration, | am pleased to report that we as a school 
community are moving forward. We are able to do this with your support, and we ask you to 
continue that support in the coming year.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
BARNARD SCHOOL 
2006 


Dear Community Members, 


It is both a pleasure and a privilege to submit an annual report for Barnard School 
for 2006. With the support of parents and community members, the staff was able 
to provide students with quality programs, meaningful learning experiences, 
celebrations, and a clean, safe educational environment. A sincere thank you is 
extended to every single person who contributed. 


Early in 2006 we received the results of the newly designed New Hampshire State 
tests which are now named New England Common Assessment Program 
(NECAP). Students in grades 3-8 were assessed on their progress toward state- 
wide, grade-level benchmark goals. The following are the percentages of students 
who achieved proficient or proficient with distinction levels, the highest of four 
categories: reading - 81%, writing - 89%, and mathematics - 83%. The scores are 
commendable and have served as a motivator to both students and staff to increase 
those percentages. To meet that end, a new reading program has been implemented 
in grades K-8, technology benchmarks have been revised to provide for subject 
integration and to reflect the State's grade level equivalents (GLEs), and the staff 
has begun training in curriculum mapping to more clearly align instruction with 
GLEs. 


Other initiatives begun in 2006 included the creation of a study on whether or not 
there would be a benefit to move from the current structure of semesters to a 
trimester arrangement along with a progress reporting system that reflects 
attainment of the State GLEs. In addition, to meet State minimum standards, 
school volunteers have worked on creating a classroom library data base system 
that would catalog all of the books in the school, labeling them by genre and with 
Lexile (reading) levels. Also, the staff has participated in CPR training and 
emergency response training through a partnership that has been developed with 
our local police and fire departments. 


Students have had many opportunities to grow through special programs and field 
trips. Boston Red Sox reporter, Steve Krasner, conducted an artist-in-residence 
program, teaching students strategies for creatively writing a mystery play which 
they performed for the community in the spring. Seventh and eighth graders went 
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to the Browne Center to develop team-building skills and to challenge them to 
reach new heights (literally!). Then it was off to an even bigger challenge where 
students in grades K-4 hiked to the summit of Mount Major, and grade 5-8 students 
summited Mount Monadnock. What an accomplishment! Thanks to all who 
annually support the eighth graders in their fund-raising efforts to allow them to 
have the ultimate in field trips, a 5-day trip to our nation's capital. That is truly an 
incredible learning experience. 


Annually, a Barnard School goal is to reach out to the community. This year the 
student council organized a giving tree to provide for needy families during the 
holidays. One class did a fundraiser for childhood glaucoma research; another 
orchestrated a fun and profitable Let's Make a Meal fundraiser to stock the shelves 
of a local food pantry. The staff organized a family night where all enjoyed square 
dancing to the calls of professionals, and, on a more serious note, offered Internet 
safety workshops for parents. 


Much of what we are able to accomplish is funded through your tax dollars, but we 
are also fortunate to be the recipients of generous donations from townspeople, 
businesses, the Barnard Trust and our local PTO. Improvements to our gymnasium 
continue. The stage is complete, curtains and all! Bleachers have been installed 
along one wall. New lighting has been put into the gym following an energy audit 
by Unitil who funded the major portion of the upgrade. 


It has been a year full of celebration as students were recognized at both the State 
and local levels for scholarship, leadership, athletics, and unified arts. Our 
volunteers earned the State's Blue Ribbon Award, logging in over one thousand 
hours of volunteer service, and Mrs. Beverly Peeke was honored as Sam's/Walmart 
Teacher of the Year and as a finalist for New Hampshire Teacher of the Year. 


This year there was a sort of changing of the guard as Cheryl Cronin, our bus 
driver for many years, and Fred Engelbach, SAU 21 business administrator with 
equal longevity, left their positions to pursue other avenues. Their dedication, 
expertise, and friendly faces will long be remembered as they are people who truly 
cared about our children and their well-being. Thank you both! 


Again, thanks to all for supporting education in our community.
